THE SHIELDS BILL. 
SENATE DEBATE THEREON. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasn moro, D. C., May 20.—The Senate in- 

dulged in a fleld-day on the House bill placing 


the name of Gen. Shields on the retired list of 


the army, and the debate was exciting and in- 
teresting. No sooner had Senator Morrill con- 
cluded his able remarks on resumption, than 


‘Senator Cockrell moved to take up the Shields 


bill, aud the vote of 83 against 20 by which the 
motion was carried showed that there was a de- 
cided majority in favor of the bill. It was soon 
evident, however, that it would be difficult to 
obtain a square vote, as Seuator Sargent, who 
had voted against taking up the bill, moved to 
amend it by adding the name of Gen. Grant. 
SENATOR OGLESBY, 

who had also voted against taking up the Dill, 
opened the debate with one of those effective 
speeches which have made him such a favorite at 
political gatherings at the West. He spoke of his 
service with Gen. Shields inthe Mexican war, of 
their long acquaintance, and of the service in 
the War for the suppression of the Rebellion. 
After eulogizing Gen, Shields, he declared that 
the bill before the Sevate embarrassed him 
greatly. He would like to honor him, but, if 
he did, what would he say to thousands of other 
brave men who now only received small pen- 
sions? Ille could not lift the bravest and best 
officers up if in so @oimg le trampled on the 
private soldiers. 

ALL SHOULD BE TREATED ALIKE. 
Let there be no favoritism to aid politicians in 
getting over difficult places. He had a high 
personal respect for Gen. Shields, but what 
could he say to others who would think they 
should be placed on the retired list. 

Sevator Blaine said that the question before 
the Senate was Mr. Sargent’s amendment, and 
he proceeded to culogize Gen. Grant as in every 
way worthy of those or other high honors. A 
vote was taken, and Mr. Sargent’s amendment 
was adopted—30 yeas against 25 nays, the ore- 
siding officer voting. 

SENATOR LAMAR VOTED AYE, 
and had one other voted no or refrained from 
voting, the amendment would have been lost, 
and the House bill would have been passed. 

Sevator Edmunds toox the floor in opposition 
to the bill, which he denounced in his incisive 
way as simply an arrangement for carrying out 
the action of a majority of the House. 
That body had refused to elect 
as ove of its officers this 
soldier who had served his country loyally in 
two wars, and had instead taken an officer of 
the Confederate army, who had fought against 
his country. Reading the provisions of the 
statute, he demonstrated that neither Grant 
nor Shields was legally qualified to be placed on 
the retired list, already full. To piace Gen. 
Shields ov the retired list would be 

AN ACT OF GROSS INJUSTICE 
to other veterans, for whom the list was cre- 
ated. Gen. Shields has for years drawn a pen- 
sion, and the Senate has recently passed a bill 
increasing the pension to $50 a month, which he 
hoped that the House would concur in. 

Senator Cockrell expressed his regret that 
the Senate would not permit a square vote on 
the House bill, and either pass or reject it upon 
its own merits. He asserted that Graut Jid 
not come within the provisions of the law estab- 
lishing a retired list, but that Gen. Shields did 
by, age, length of service, and wounds. Ta 
prove this, he mentioned the public services of 
Gen. Shields, especially his military achieve- 
ments, and then 

URGED Trix RECOGNITION. 
He spoke highly of Gen. Grant’s military serv- 
ices, but doubted whether the General would 
— i to have his name used as it was being 
used. 

Senator Hill made one of his characteristic 
speeches. He spoke in high terms of Gen. 
Grant, declaring that he hed regard for every 
one who served in the War according to his con- 
victions, but he did not think the names of 
Grant and Shields should be coupled in this 
bill. Shields is poor and in want, while Grant 
is not poor, not in want. Shields wants the 
position, while he did not believe Grant does 
wantit. Perhaps, it the effect would be to cut 
Grant off from holding public office, he might 
vote for it. 

SENATOR KIRKWOOD., 
who had voted against taking up the bill, op- 
posed it as wrong in principle, and said that he 
should vote against it. here was no reason 
why one pensioner should have as much as five 
or six other pensioners. 


Senator Davis (Illinois) took very much the 


same view that Senator Oglesby had, and ex- 
cused himself for the vote which he should give 
against. the bill. 

Senator Lamar justified his vote for adding 
Gen. Grant’s name on the ground that he was 
sincerely anxious to houo brave soldier. 


Senator Sargent justificd his introduction of 
the amendment. He liad always been a sincere 
friend of Gen. Grant in war and in peace, and

OFFICIAL DERELICTION. 
HOW IT RESULTED IN CINCINNATI. 
Special Dispatch to 442° Tribune. 

Wasmincoton, D. C., May 20.—The following 
telegraphic summary of investigations and the 
operations of revenue agents in Cincinnati has 
been received by the Commissioner of Internal 
Re venue: 

CiIncINNATI, O., May 19.-—-To Greene B. Raum, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue: In reply to 
your telegram of last evening. we report that aa 
examination of the condition of this district has 
been in progress during the pust week, in the 
manner indicated by you. The result of the ex- 
amination convinces us that there has been no 
effective organization of the district, A portion 
of the local force employed by the Collector have 
been derelict in their duties, There has been no 
general or special Canvass Visits to taxpayers 
and an examination of tbe sof manulacturers 
have been in frequent. There has been no system 
adopted or enforced for policing the district, ana 
we find ample opportunity afforded to dishonest 
taxpayers to defraud the revenue. Many liquor- 
dealers have neglected to destroy the stamps on 
their empty packages, ard have returned the same 


to the rectifiers, and they have -been reused. A | 


large number of stamps for fermented liquors re- 
moved from packages have been found in the pos- 
session of dealers. Empty beer-kege, with the 
stamps perfect, have been found in wagons. Rec- 
tifers, in many cases, have not made proper eu- 
tries, and have refilled the packages. Several 
wholesale dealers have neglected to have their 
books kept correct, and have rectified, compound- 
ed, and sent out spirits without stamps, as ro- 
quired, 

in many cases tobacco manufacturers have failed 
to make the required entries in their books. Many 
cigar manufacturers have not complied with the 
law, and there 1s evidence that some of them are 
defrauding the Governinent. Seycral lots on ci- 
gars have already oeen detained. 

The indications are that the distillers are now 
operating in accordance with the law, but there is 
evidence that tor the past two years, and up to 
within two months, the Government has becn de- 
frauded of considerable amounts of the tax of dis- 
tilled spirits. 

An examination of the frauds by distillers is now 
in progress, but hot sufficientiy complete to report 
full results. The routine cierical duties of the 
Collector's office seem to have been fairly conduct- 
ed, and he has a number of competent and faithful 
subordinates, but we believe the loose condition of 
affairs is attributable to a want of orfhnization and 
the utter negiect and disregard of duty by a portion 
of the force. 

We have kept in mind the fact that, while the 
district is first in importance in the country, it is 
compact and capable of thorough and effective or- 
ganization, and not difficult to police.

Brooks, 
SYSTEMATIC FRAUDS. 


There was received at the Internal Revenue 
Bureau this morning some 200 pages of detailed 
reports from the revenue agents above named. 
Following is an abstract of the essential features 
of these details, names and locations being for 
prudentiai reasons withheld. The reports came 
from every division of the Cincinnati district, 
and show that extensive and systematic frauds 
have existed for several years. Notwithstand- 
ing the regulations required that revenue offi- 
elals shal! inspect places of sale at least once in 
each month, the reports of the revenue agents

A very extensive source of fraud was discovered 
in the sale at retail of tobacco in glass jars, not 
in the original packages. Empty packages of 
spirits with stamps uncanceled were foutd 
everywhere in a vast number of salobus. Kegs 
of beer were discovered on tap with the stamps 
removed, andin some instances lying on top of 
the keg, in others on the top of the water-: 
cooler, uninjured aud ready to be used again. 
In some instances the stamps were fresh, and 
had not been attached at all, but were simply 
placed upon the top of the keg ox adjacent to 
it for use should danger make it necessary. 

Cigar-boxes were found empty with unused 
stamps. Instances of this sort were inpumera- 
ble. An agent 

FOUND THREE HUNDRED BOXES 

of this sort in the possession of one man with 
stamps uncanceled. One agent discovered 
eight packages of spirits without stamps, which 
the owner, a respectable dealer, claims to have 
made twenty-five years ago. The packages bear 
marks of extreme age and frequent cooperage. 
There are a great number of retail dealers doing 
business without license, and without having 
paid special taxes. 

Retail liquor dealers were found compounding 
and rectifying spirits. Cigar manufacturers 
were found in large numbers who failed to 
make regular entries in the Government books. 
At one of these places an agent seized 18,500 
cigars for having been removed from the manu- 
factory to the retail department without 
stamps. Visits to mauy rectifying and whole- 
sale liquor-dealing establishments show that

WERE NOT PROPERLY KEPT. 

There were vast numbers of packages without 
marks, stamps, or brands. On the inspection 
visit of one ageut he found a liquor dealer who 
said he had been in business seven years, but 
had never been visited by a revenue oflicer. 
The regulations require at least monthly 
visits. On the same day another dealer was 
found who haa not been visited by a revenue 
official for one year. That same agent found in 
a number of saloons. that day beer on tap with 
stamps taken off lying under the keg.

One agent says: This examination shows 
that a very lar®e amount of tax has never been 
collected. I have discovered a large number of 
beer stamps, in addition to those included in 
the report of the 15th, that were not broken or 
defaced. I find that it is the universal practice 
among retail liquor dealers in this district to 
use ornamental stand-cusks some 150 gallons in 
capacity. This is à direct violation of @the 
regulations. These casks become the recep- 
tacles of crooked whisky. When spirits are de- 
livered at a place where these stand-casks are 
kept, they are immediately 

DUMPED INTO THESS CASKS, 


and the perfect packages returned to the recti- |

from 100 to 108 proof.” 

At another establishment it was the regular 
practice to fill these stand-casks of retail deal- 
ers frum packages conveyed in wagons to their 
blaces of business. Some of the retail leuor- 
dealers compound and sell at wholesale without 
having paid the special tax as rectifiers or whole- 
sale dealers. 

The liquor-dealers received information from 
the press, as well as through parties inter- 
ested, and have anticipated, the visits of exam- 
ining officials, aud now destroy the stamps 
where packages were empty. 

The furegoing statements are samples of the 
whole, aud cover every section of the city. A 
certuin rectifier supplies a number of retail 
dealers as regular customers. In some instances 
he takes barrels, dumps the spirits into stand- 
casks, aud 

RETURNS THE EMPTY BARRELS 

to his rectifying house without the destruction 
of the stamps. 

Revenue Agent Meyer, from Chicago, found 
in one of these establishments four large stand- 
casks. ‘The party owning them suid that they 
had been filled where they stvod without 
change, leaving all marks and brands unoblit- 


erated. Another agent found a dealer who 
had never been visited by a revenue 
official, and who had deen keeping a 
grocery for eighteen years, selling plug and 


fine-cut chewing tobaccu loose, not in the orig- | 


inal packages and in glass jars. Many retail 
dealers are customers of rectifving houses 
which have recently been seized. One grocer 
who had been in business seventeen years, and 
sold tobacco loose iu jars iu violatiou of law, 
had never been Visited by a revenue officer.

One large estab- 
lishunent was in the habit of furnishing retail 
dealers by the jug, iu quantitics_ot tive gallons 
for stand-casks. The packages were returned 
to the house after being emptied. 


CATTLE TRANSPORTATION, 
A REMARKABLE CHANGE Of SENTIMENT. 
Special Dispatch to Tae Tribune. 
WasHineTon, D. C., May 20.—The bill en- 
titled “A bill to prevent cruelty to animals,” 
which its opponents charge was in the interests 
of palace car combinations, has Been killed in the 
House Committee on Agriculture. There have 
been some peculiar monuments connected with 
the report of this Committee. Some two weeks 
since a report was made from that Committee 
favoring the bill. This report was not sigued, 
but it was supposed to be the report of the 
majority of the Committee, and was so stated, 
but a report was submitted to-day, signed by 
seven numbers, which constitutes a majority, 
and leaves only four members to sign the first 

report. 
THE MAIN REPORT 

to-day is signed by Covert of New York, Aiken 
of South Carolina, Stecle of North Carolina; 
and Pridemore of Virginia. It declares that 
the bill is in the interests of the palace stock- 
car companies; that the humanitarian pro- 
visions of it are deveptive; that it would make 
it possible for an army of tramps to blackmail 
shippers and transportation companies. Glover, 
of Missouri, signs the report with the state- 
ment that he thinks forty-eight hours too 
long to keep cattle im motion without 
unloading, aud that same legislation: is 
needed. Calkins, of Indiana, and Deering, of 
Iowa, signed the report with the statement that 
they do not agree with the reasonings of the 
first four named; that 

CAREFUL LEGISLATION IS NEEDED 
on this subject, which the bill does not give; 
that there are no constitutional objections to 
such legislation; that the bill proposed by the 
Committce would inaugurate even greater evils 
and impose new ousdens upon producers and 
shippers: and that the bill would leave the 
shippers and producers at the mercy and con- 
trol of a palace-car monopoly. Calkins makes 
the additional statement tor himself that a 
Commission should be appointed to investigate 
and report upon the subject.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
*New York, May 20.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment has discontinued the payment of standard 
silver dollars for Treasury notes at the Sub- 
Treasury iu thfs city. The object of paying out 
silver for greenbacks was to get the former into 
general circulation, but nearly all issued iu this 
mauuer returned to it in the payment of custom 
duties, the persons concerned thereby saving 
tbe premium on gold. For similar reasons the 
amount of silver now issued at Baltimore for 
Treasury notes is limited to $5 at a single pay- 
ment.

A FAST-FREIGHT LINE IN PERIL. 

There is a probability that a beginning wiil 
soon be made in abolishing some of the 
large number of fast-freight lines now in 
existence in thid country. The first one of 
these lines that is likely to go out of existence 
will be the Erie & Northshore Dispatch. This 
line originally ran over the Michigan Central, 
Great Western, and Erie Railroads. About three 
years ago it absorbed the Commercial Express, 
which ran over the Michigan Central, Grand Trunk, 
and rie, and the Diamond Line, which ran over 
the Michigan Central, Canada Southern, and Erie 
Roads. The consolidation was made because the 
business of all three lines originated on or west 
of the Michigan and on or east of the 
Erie, They competed against each other, neces- 
sitating three managers, three sets of agents, three 
sets of clerks, etc., while one set could do the 
work much more effectively and satisfactory. 
The agreement was that the freight on or west of 
the Michigan Central and on or east of the Erie 
should be divided on agreed percentages. The 
business of the Canada Southern originating at 
Toledo was included in the agreement. Since that 
arrangement has been made the business of the 
Canada Southern originating at ‘foledo has grown 
to such large proportions that at the present time 
the Canada Southern gets but little of the Chicago 
business. Of course the managers of this road are 
dissatisfied with the arrangement as it is now 
working, and they have therefore given notice that 
they mean fo have a redivision of the percentage 
of the business, or else they will witadraw from the 
combination. The Grand Trunkis opposed to a 
redivision, and threatens to burst the whole thing 
if the Canada Southern gets a larger percentage of 
the business than it is now getting. A meeting of 
the roads interested in this matter will be heid at 
Detroit next week forthe purpose of finding out 
whether the difficulties cannot be bridged over. 
As both the Grand Trunk and Canada Southern 
Roads are determined to carry their points, the 
prospects are that no new arrangement can be 
made, and that;the Erie & Northshore Dispatch 
will have to go out of existence. It seems that 
none of the roads care much whether itis contin- 
ued or not, as they can do the business just as 
effectively and with much less, cost through their 
regular freight departments.

WESTERN RAILROAD EXTENSIONS. 

The New York Bulletin states that there are in- 
dications of a,revivalof railroad building in the 
country west of the Missouri, and that, too, with- 
out waiting for the future. The sum of the va- 
rious railway extensions in Colorado alone this 
year will probably reach 500 miles, which, added 
to the 1,084 miles now in operation, gives that 
State 1,584 miles of railway. The extension of 
the Burlington & Missouri River Road from its 
present terminus in Nebraska. at Fort Kearney, 
up the South Platte to Denver, is also about re- 
solved upon, Officials of that Company having 
been looking over the route during the vast few 
weeks. The distance from Fort Kearney to Gree- 


ley is about 300 miles through a well-settled | 


etock-raisipg and farming country. In Texas, 
also, there are considerable additions to 
the mileage of some of the lines, and at 
various other points there are proofs of like activi- 
ty. though iu a less noticeable form than in Colora- 
do. The-fact is worth mentioning as indicative of 
reviving life and the renewed confidence of capi- 
talists in a branch of enterprise which was the first 
to experience the severest blows of the panic of 
1873. . 


A STATION THAT GOT LEFT, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Menpora, III., May 20.—Quite an excitement, 
as well as a great inconvenience, has arisen here 
to-day, consequent upon the changes made in the 
time of trains on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad. The Mendota accommodation, that has 
been in existence here for some fifteen years, leav- 
ing at 6:45 a. m. for Chicago, and returning the 
same day at 8:15 p. m., has been taken olf, and 
pow runs between Chicago and Galesburg. The 
passenger-trains going north and south on the Illi- 
noie Central were detained nearly an hour here for 
the 12:45, which ased to get here at 11:30 
with passengers and Chicago morning papers, 
while the Eastern maildoes not get here now till 
2:15.

THE CUSTOM FRAUDS. 


Yesterday’s Sessfon of the Commission Ap- 
pointed to Investigate the Device of Evad- 
ing the Tariff by Consigning to Agents at 
Tritling Valuations—The New York Papers, 
oi Course, Ready to Excuse the System.

New York, May 20.—The Custom Commission 
continued its investigation into the methods under 
which large importations of silk are made into 
this port. Two of the three Treasury Department 
officials who are members of the Commission were 
absent. Five witnesses appeared before the Com- 
mission, but were not examined at great length. 
They were Mr. Kunoth, of Luckemeyer & Co., V. 
M. Moore, of Person, Harriman & Co.; Mr. 
Schlesinger, of Edward Warburg & Co.: Mr. 
Earnes, ‘of H. B. Clatlin & Co.; and Mr. 
Chamberlain, of E. 8. Jaffray & Co. 
The evidence of the witnesses confirmed that of tire 
importers who avpeared befere the Commission 
Friday and Saturday last. Some of the witnesses 
are said to have stated that they considered the 
present inquiry dictated: by the fact that Western

RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

In marked contrast with the generally 
peaceful tenor of the foreign advices of the 
past few days comes a dispatch from Oitawa 
announcing that the Dominion Government 
is in receipt by cable of a statement from 
the Imperial Government to the effect that 
war between Great Britain and Russia is 
inevitable. It is. somewhat extraordinary 
that information of such tremendous import 
should be communicated to the world 
through this roundabout channel, and it 
will be well to await the announcement 
in a more direct and authoritative 
form before jumping to the conclusion 
that the peace negotiations have failed and 
that a declaration of war by England is im- 
minent. Count ScmovvaLorr has not arrived 
in London an his return from St. Petersburg, 
and it would seem to be impossible that the 
news of Russia’s belligerent ultimatum, if 
any such had been determined upon, should 
have preceded his appearance before the 
British Government as the bearer of the 
Czar’s answer. 


The Senate yesterday had a spirited con- 
troversy over the bill which, conformably 
with Judge Epmunps’ caustic observation, 
might with propriety be entitled A Bill to 
Rectify a Party Biunder,” but which is 
known as the bill to place Gen. Surexps 
on the retired list with the full rank 
and pay of a Brigadier-General. An awkward 
hitch in the proposed legislation occurred in 
the shape of an amendment, offered by Mr. 
SarRGent, proposing that Gen. U. S. Grant 
be appointed on the retired list with the full 
rank, pay, and allowances of the General of 
the Army. Of course this amendment was 
not submitted in good faith, but rather for 
the purpose of suggesting the unfair- 
ness of singling out one officer for 
such honors and emoluments when hun- 
dreds of others equally worthy were forgotten 
and -overlooked. Judge Davis, of Illinois, 
took the broad judicial ground that neither 
Sareips nor Grant should be placed on the 


retired list, and declared that Sureips should 


have been elected Doorkeeper of the House, 
or, failing in that, his pension should be 
increased. The Democrats find some diffl- 
culty in getting through their attempted 
special legislation to counteract the bad 
effect produced by the election of FI over 
Sarexps as Doorkeeper of the House.

The veteran ALEXANDER H. STepHens was re- 
fused a hearing by his own side of the 
House, because he intended to show the 
unfairness of a one-sided and partisan 
investigation. Speaker RANDALL made 
a ruling which violated all the precedents, 
simply because it was feared that any further 
delay might force the Democratic caucus to 
grant a hearing to the frauds charged by the 
Republicans as well as to those charged by the 
Democrats. Every consideration of patriot- 
ism and every appeal to justice have been 
set aside not merely to secure this investiga- 
tion, but to make it partial and partisan, be- 
cause it was felt that an exhibit of Demo- 
cratic frauds would counterbalance an exhibit 
of Republican frauds, and leave no excuse for 
the attempt to remove President Hayes, which 
ix the single aim of the movement. Finally, 
the packed selection of the Committee indi- 
cates the purpose to prevent the Republi 
cans as far as possible from protecting them- 
selves even in the one-sided investigation 
that has been ordered. 

There is no reasonable doubt, then, that 
the Democrats in Cangress, under caucus 
dictation against which there has not been 
one practical and efficient protest, have de- 
termined to crowd Harxs out of office.”

place, and look like a fine piece of work 
as far as finished. Underneath the stone, 
and below the bottom of the basement, are 
three feet of solid concrete, on which the 
walls rest. This foundation is believed to 
be superior to that of the county building, 
which stands on piles. It will settle less, 
and stand more firmly. 

The cost of the foundation of the city 
building, when completed and ready for the 
cut-stone of the first story, will be, as nearly 
as can now be estimated, about $57,000. This 
includes the three feet of concrete undr- 
neath the whole foundations. Let our citi- 
zens examine these massive foundations as 
they are passing through the public square, 
and see what they think of such an immense 
mass of first-class work for $57,000, all 
extras and ‘* commissions” included. 

While they are making their inspection, we 
request them to cast their eyes toward the 
middle of the rear wall of the county build- 
ing. There they will see a pile of stone 
standing out from that rear wall, perhaps 
twenty feet in height, and concave on the 
west face. That pile of stone is called the 
‘* county's half” of a proposed dome. How 
much does the observant reader suppose it 
has cost the taxpayers of Cook County ? 
What will they think when informed that it 
has cost seventy-two thousand dollars ? Com- 


pare that pile of stone with the City-Hall 


foundations. The latter, including the con- 
crete work, certainly appears to have cost 
the contractor four or five times as much as 
that segment of a dome. 

To say that that, fragment has honestly 
cost $72,000 against the $57,000 for the 
whole basement of the City-Hall, would be 
ridiculous. It would be difficult to make any 
observer believe that $25,000 was ever ex- 
pended on what stands there. 

Let any man, as he: passes by, compare the 
two jobs and draw his own conclusion. The 
great, solid, miassive foundations of the 
City-Hall, costing, but $57,000, look honest. 
No taxpayer but must feel that the city has 
received its full money’s worth. But when 
the citizen casts his eyes upon the other, cost- 
ing the taxpayers $72,000, he must be filled 
with astonishment and indignation at the 
manifest fraud and rascality that has been 
practiced by the County Ring. 

The Chamber of Commerce faces the foun- 
dations of the City-Hall and looks out upon 
that fragment of adome. Fifteen hundred 
merchants and traders congregate within its 
walls every day. Let them make an exam- 
ination of the two jobs, keeping in mind 
that the City-Hall foundations cost $57,000, 
while the wretched little pile of stone against 
the rear wall of the county building has 
been made to absorb $72,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money. 

After making this comparison, an impres- 
sion will be produced on their minds as to 
the character of the gang who rule and plun- 
der the people of Cook County which will 
not soon be effaced. 


PALMER ON INTER-STATE POLICE. 


Ex-Goy. Palmer resumes the discussion of 
the constitutional questions involved in the 
use of the army as inter-State police. We at- 
tempted to enlighten him on this subject some 
days ago by showing that the army belongs 
in part to the States, and that they have 
the right to its services, under the Constitu- 
tion, on the call of the Legislature, or of the 
Executive when the Legislature is not in 
session. Instead of devoting his whole 
strength to this proposition, which is the 
matter in controversy, Mr. PaLurn tries to 
show that he, when Governor, properly object- 
ed to the employment of troops in Chicago 
a few days after the fire of 1871. Tun 
Trrpune will not accept the invitation to a 
full rehearing of that old case. It is not 
disposed to question the patriotism of Gov. 
PauMER, or to underestimate his services to 
Chicago. But he strained a point in objecting, 
in the manner he did, to the use of Federal 
troops for the protection of the city in 1871. 
Technically he was right, but actually he 
was wrong. Ihe troops were here on the 
invitation of the citizens, irrespective of 
party. They were acting as police, and do- 
ing an amount of hard and cheerless labor 
in that capacity which has never been suf- 
ficiently requited. The regular police force 
was demoralized. Half of the men had lost 
their homes and were locking for 
places to shelter their families; the 
ether half were exhausted by continuous 
service. The City Government was disorgan- 
ized. The Relief and Aid Society still worked 
under great disadvantages. There was no 
effective authority to protect the property 
that had been saved, or to suppress a 
bread-riot if one should break out; 
and nobody at that time could tell how great 
the danger was. Every train was bringing 
into the city supplies of money, food, and 
clothing, and also desperate characters deter- 
mined to make something out of the general 
loss. It was only the part of prudence, un- 
der the circumstances, to summon a force 
for the coMmon defense. The higher law of 


self-preservation came into operation, and, 


in the absence of any other sufficient power, 
application was made to Gen. Sani. 
There may have been in this a disregard of 
official etiquette ; but there was not an in- 
fraction of the spirit of the laws or an inten- 
tional slight of the Governor's dignity. The 
most that he need have done was to call 
upon the citizens to correct the informalities 
in their proceedings. When he began to 
launch protests and proclamations at 
Gen. Suerrpan,—who was acting the part of 
the Good Samaritan,—and to talk about 
usurpations and. Sencroachments, he 
made a great deal out of nothing, and com- 
mitted an error for which he has never for- 
given himself, and which he has in vain 


‘attempted to justify ever since. He went 


over to the Democratic party on the strength 
of his nonsensé, but to this day he is the 
only Democrat in Illinois or the Union who 
cares anything about the said “ illegal 
employment” of troops when Chicago was 
in ruins. . ‘ 

But the employment of troops in Chicago 
an guards in 1871 is not a living issue. The 
question is, whether they shall be employed 


State of Illinois and the United States; sec- 
ondly, that the right to natiohal troops when 
necessary to suppress domestic outbreaks is 
guaranteed to the States by the, National Con- 
stitution; and, thirdly, that theresources of 
the National Government Helong to the 
States and the citizens theréof ‘exclusively. 
The commonest consideration of these 
points, which we made and amplifiedin a 
previous article, ought to clear up the obscuri- 
ties in Mr. PaIurn's mind. If he Wilt only re- 
flect that the National Government is not a 
foreign power; that it belongs to him as 
much as to any citizen, and to his State as 
much as to any Siate, he will have no further 
misgivings as to the right of the State to use 
United States troops when it needs them. 

Finally, is it expedient to use United States 
troops to suppress domestic violence which the 
local police cannot deal with? Mr. Patmenr 
says No; because it is absolutely essential 
to the preservation of free institutions that 
the people themselves shall maintain and 
enforce the authority of all the laws.” This 
is not a reason. The people themselves do 
maintain and enforce the laws when they call 
in the troops to help them. The troops are 
theirs, and they act through the troops. It 
is not proposed that the people shall sit idly 
by when fighting is being done, or that the 
services of militia or police shall be rejected. 
Mr. PatMER’s argument would make the po- 
lice and the militia themselves dangerous to 
free institutions, and require each house- 
holder to act as his own patrolman. 
We know that the police and the 
militia—valuable as they are and trustworthy 
as they are in [linois—cannot everywhere 
do all that is needed. They may have the 
best disposition to suppress disorder, and 
not be able to do so promptly; or they 
may be able, and not have the disposition. 
The first situation is the one which might 
arise here, or in St. Louis, or Cincinnati, if 
the Communists should get started. We 
want not merely a force that would be 
sufficient to fight them down in time, but 
one that,could suppress them promptly and 
effectually in afew hours. This could 
be best furnished by national troops, 
backed up by all the militia and police. Such 
a force would probably overawe an insurrec- 
tion, and no other would. There is again 
to be considered the case of those localities 
in which the militia cannot be trusted. Such 
was proved to be the case in Maryland, 
West Virginia, and Pennsylvania last 
July. The Democratic Governors of the 
first two States and the Democratic 
Lieutenant-Governor of the last called on 
the President for troops, and they were fur- 
nished, and they put down the riots without 
firing a gun. What does Mr. Patmer pro- 
pose to do in cases of this kind in the fu- 
ture? Does he intend that the people of 
those localities shall fight it out? Shall the 
foreign Communists of Pittsburg, Baltimore, 
and Wheeling be permitted to take posses- 
sion of those cities, and burn, pillage, and 
destroy, holding them until the farm- 
ers can organize, arm, aud _ recapture 
them? Does it strike Mr. Parmer tha“ this 
is more American, or more in accordance 
with the spirit of our free institutions, than 
the plan of having troops ready to quell such 
insurrections at the start? If he does not 
so believe, he must see that Tur Tripune’s 
position is sound; thatthe army is needed 
as an inter-State police ; and that, to provide 
for outbreaks in several States at the same 
time, the army ought to be increased at least 
to 50,000 men. 


WHAT DEMOCRATS HAVE SATD. 

We have already printed extracts from the 
speeches and public utterances of the most 
prominent Democrats, which prove that 
there was a complete acquiescence in the re- 
sult at the time Hares was inaugurated. 
Even the New York Sua, which since then 
has howled incessantly for a reopening of 
the cage, printed a leading editorial Nov, 22, 
1876, shortly after the Presidential election,

Any attempt by the two Houses, or either of

Thus, if it shall be 
found on an inspection of the certificates of the 
Electoral Colleges, when they are opened in th 
presence of the two Houses, that Mr. Hayrgs had 
received 185 votes or more, that result must be 
accepted by the people as the legal result, what- 
ever may have been the frauds committed in 
Louisiana or any other State in returning or count- 
ing the popular vote. It is perfectly proper for 
Congress to ascertain the facts of such frauds in an 
authoritative and conclusive manner for the in- 
formation of the people, but the certainty that’ 
there are such frauds cannot affect the legally cer- 
tified election. Mr. Hayzs must be inaugurated 
and acknowledged as President even if the legal 
result is so tainted with fraud that honest mena 
revolt at the very thought of what they must 
submit to. There is no alternative but civil war, 
and that forms an unnecessary and inadequate 
remedy, and is not tobe thought of. If Hayes Shall 
be declured President with grave reason to believe 
that he has not been honestly and fairly entitled to 
have the Electoral vote of certain States, he and 
his party must bear the consequences. Brose con- 
sequences, if his opponents are wise, will be not 
that the title of office is to be resisted. put that the 
people are to be appealed to to use their constitu- 
tional and peaceful method of redressing all wrongs 
and punishing all outrages, namely, by the ballot- 
box. No such appeal can be made if the country 
is fo be plunged into anarchy by denying Har«s’ 
title to the office. Our Government must be pre- 
served and perpetuated; and that it may be, griev- 
ous as the wrong will be that takes from Tir 
States in which he has certainly carried a majority 
of the popular vote, we must submit tothat wrong, 
in the entire certainty that the party responsible 
for it will in due time be rewarded with political 
annihilation. We shall therefore deprecate and 
oppose any action bythe House of Representa- 
tives looking to any dispute of the reguiar Elector- 
al certificates from any of the States.

sistent and revolutionary attitude, must an-

THE RESULTS ad TRANSPORTA- 

In Tan Trisuxe yesterday we discussed 
the questions presented by the recent revo- 
lution in the rates of transportation, the re- 
sult of which has been to render water 
transportation more permanently controlling, 
and, in view of the free navigation of the Erie 
Canal, the enlargement of the St. Lawrence 
canals, and yever-closing Lower Mississippi 
River, increased means of cheaper transpor- 
tation, the impossibility of any return to the 
exacting rates of railroad freights. We 
pointed out the immense benefits resulting 
to the people of the whole West from this 
revolution. The reduction in freights on 
breadstuffs has been an increase of prices 
to the producer, and every penny taken from 
the cost of transportation is a penny added 
to the income of the farmer. The immen- 
sity of this gain may be estimated when it 
is considered that within a brief period 
corn would not pay for its own transpor- 
tation by rail from the Mississippi River 
to the East, and it is now transported 
at 20 cents per 100 pounds through by rail 
to New York. This is a rate which at 
one time, in the days of high canal tolls 
and corresponding canal freights; was far 
below anything ever expected from water 
rates. Now, corn is sent by water from 
Chicago to New York at seven cents per 
bushel, including tolls, when at one time 
the New York canal toll was six cents 
per bushel alone. The reduction of freights 
last year and this year have added millions 
of dollars to the sales of grain by producers, 
—millions that otherwise would have gone 
for transportation. The impetus given to 
production, and the wealth given to pro- 
ducers, have added immensely to the sub- 
stantial means of the country. The ability 
of the farming classes to keep up payments 
of interest on their mortgages, and to 
pay off those mortgages as they fall 
due, is due to tbe reduction in 
the cost of transportation. So general 
has this been that in this State 
and Wisconsin, and perhaps other States, 
communities have turned their attention to 
the reduction of their municipal debts. This 
has been done by taking up outstanding 
bonds bearing high rates of interest with 
new bonds bearing low rates of interest, and 
finding markets for the new bonds among 
the residents of the indebted towns, villages, 
and counties, under arrangements providing 
for the annual retirement by payment of a 
portion of the debt. In this State and in 
other States thers have been many instances | 
of large cash payments of these local public 
debts, with renewal of the remainder on 
short-time paper, taken and held by the tax- 
payers. All this gives evidence of the grow- 
ing wealth and substantial prosperity of the 
producing States of the West, resulting 
largely from the important reductions in the 
cost of transportation. It also gives an all- 
sufficient refutation to the Eastern calumny 
that the Western people are insqlvents trying 
to repudiate their debts. 

Another and striking change that has taken 
place during the last year is the immense 
migration to the States and Territories west 
of the Mississippi River. There is always a 
large migration westward, but. during the 
last year this migration has included, in ad- 
dition to the Europeans, a large native popu- 
lation from the older States. We speak with 
reference to the population that has moved 
west of the Mississippi and—in the Norih- 
west—west of the Missouri River. It is cer- 
tainly within moderate bounds to say that, 
in the year beginning Jane 1, 1877, and to 
end with the present month, 1,000,000 of 
persons have gone West to make perma- 
nent settlements and to become producers. 
Of these, possibly 350,000 have gone mainly 
from Southern States into Texas, where there 
is valuable land and capable of unsurpassed 
production. Others have found homes in 
Arkansas,—a State hardly open, and little 
known as yet as an agricultural district. 
Into Kansas there has been a steady stream 
of Northern population, the addition ex- 
ceeding perhaps 220,000. Further north, 
this tide of migration has turned into Min- 
nesota and Nebraska, extending out over 
regions new tothe plow and new almost to 
human occupancy. Across Minnesota, the 
pushing march of settlement has penetrated 
Dakota and the other Territories, and the 
traveler in the Northwest will be surprised 
to find how continuous and how extended 
has been this permanent occupancy and set- 
tlement of men who have gone there to cul- 
tivate the soil, and be free and independent, 
and removed from the evils and the poverty 
and the misgovernment of the older and more 
crowded States. 

It is probable that this migration to these 
more Western States and Territories of a 
permanent agricultural population, in addi- 
tion to those who have sought new homes as 
miners or as traders in the newly-opened 
mining districts, will continue several 
years longer. ‘These are a valuable addi- 
tion to-the West. Each man and family 
becomes a producer and aconsumer. Each 
person becomes a contributor to the rail- 
roads. These new settlers add to the income } 
of the railways for their own transportation. 
All they consume will have to be transported 
to them, and all their surplus products 
will have to be carried by rail to market. 
The additzon of a million or half a million 
annually to the numbers of the cultivators 
of the soil is an addition of many more 
millionsof bushels of grain and thousands of 


and boat, necessitating the employment of 
more Cars, more machinery, more vessels, and 
adding proportionately to the production and 
wealih of the whole country. It will create 
the necessity for the transportation West“ 
of what these people will need and which 
they do not produce. There will be iron 
and steel manufactures, dry goods, leather 
goods, household furniture, building ma- 
terials, agricultural implements, and all the 
requisites of prosperous farmers paying for 
all they buy. All these newly-peopled and 
newly-producing regions will be tributary to 
the railways; will give these roads income 
and business from districts now unoccupied 
and barren. 

Ia this immense addition to the pro- 
ductions, the prosperity, and wealth of the 
country, the railroads will liberally. 
It is of no advantage to railways to run 
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not a Democrat of consequence who has not 


accumulations, and the greater their produc- 
tions the greater will be the earnings and 
the prosperity of the railways. As cheap 
transportation is serving to enrich the pro- 
ducers, enlarging the volume of what they 
have to sell and what they are able to buy, 
and is serving to open new districts now 
barren, the railroads necessarily will reap 
the benefits and the profits of traffic among 
such people. Higher rates may turn into the 
railway treasury all the products of the 
year, but that kills the producer and 
stops production, and railway business 
ends. But with cheap transportation the 
producer thrives, production increases, rail- 
way business grows with the prosperity of 
the people and becomes profitable, and rail- 
roads are recognized as a blessing instead of 
as an exacting, confiscating monopoly. It is 
possible that, when railroad managements 
become satisfied that there can be no return 
to the high rates of the past, they will dis- 
ccver that in the increased prosperity and 
wealth of the States they traverse, and the 
increase of business to meet the wants of 
such a population, there will be a substan- 
tial and permanent compensation for the old 
business of skinning the country to pay divi- 
dends on inflated and dishonest stocks, 


A MATERIAL VIEW OF THE CINCINNATI 
FESTIVAL. 


Our readers are already familiar with all 
the musical details of the recent Festival at 
Cincinnati, both in the elegance of their 
surroundings and the importance of their 
results. Its remarkable success establishes 
the musical position of that city beyond all 
question. It has made rapid strides during 
the past five years, and now leaves even 
Boston, with its far-famed Handel and 
Haydn Society, almost a century old, in the 
rear, and proudly goes to the front. With 
the largest and most elegant hall, the best 
drilled and most intelligent chorus, and the 
largest, if not the best, organ in the country, 
she may defy competition. The material 
results of this Festival are quite as remark- 
able as the musical, and some of the figures 
contain a very broad hint for Chicago and 
other cities. The average cost of each 
player in the orchestra was $80 and his 
expenses to and from and at Cincinnati. 
Mr. Tuomas was paid $5,000; Mme. 
PappENHEIM, $1,200; Miss Cary, Mrs, Os- 
aoop, aud Mr. Watney, $1,000 each 
and their expenses; the other artists, 
who had little to do, receiving smaller 
sums, The gross receipts of the Festival 
were $67,000; the expenditures, $40,000 ; 
leaving the handsome balance of $27,000 in 
the hands of the Association. Every seat in 
the great hall was sold before the Festival 
commenced, 4,200 in number, and nearly 
2,000 stood up at every concert, an great 
crowds listened outside the building. 

The impulse given to business during the 
week was very great, and many thousands of 
dollars were left in the city by the great 
crowds who came from abroad. The hotel 
capacity was insufficient to accommodate the 
strangers, although people were packed to- 
gether like sardines, and the parlors and 
ordinaries were filled with cots. The rail- 
roads and river packets were crowded. The 
street-cars were overloaded. The stores were 
crowded. Thousands of people flocked to 
the great beer-halls on the ridge of the hills. 
The Loan Exhibition was continually crowd- 
ed, likewise every other place of entertain- 
ment in the city. For a whole week one 
object seemed to animate every one,—to hear 
music and to spend money, and at the end 
of the week Cincinnati was much richer than 
at the beginning. 

Now that the Festival is over, Cincinnati 
finds nerself in possession of the largest and 
finest hall in the country, which has no debt 
attached to it, and is exempt from taxation. 
It contains not only the large hall, with its 
organ, adapting it to musical festivals, but 
a smaller hall also, which is suited for lect- 
ures and chamber concerts, and numerous 
ante-rooms, committee-rooms, a magnificent 
rotunda, 112 by 75 feet, and immense cor- 
ridors on either side of the building, where 


_ thousands of people can promenade com- 


fortably. Such a building as this, so superb- 
ly appointed in every particular and so per- 
fectly adapted to the requisites of large gath- 
erings, will be likely to make Cincinnati the 
locality of all important political, religious, 
scientific, and social conventions. There is 
not a city in the gountry that can offer such 
an inducement. If its hotels were as well 
kept as those of other large cities, it would 
be almost useless for any other place to com- 
pete with her. 

This hall has grown directly out of the 
munificence of one man, Mr. Sprincer, who 
has built his monument while living, and 
has made himself happy by seeing thousands 
of other people happy and honoring him not 
only with the reverence due to age, but with 
a hearty gratitude that made itself felt in 
every possible way during the week. One 
of the most gratifying sights in the great 
hall was to see this old gentleman, who had 
given $150,000 towards its erection, $10,000 
towards the organ, and $500 in premiums to 
the ladies who carved its panels, walk in 
regularly to every one of the seven concerts 
and, occupying the seat he had paid for, en- 
joy the music and happiness of others. 
Shall we ever have a Festival like this in 
Chicago? is a question frequently asked. 
It is not impossible on certain conditions. 
First, we must have a Sprincrr who will 
give us a commodious and handsome hall, 
instead of an underground basement, with 
accommodations not fit for Digger Indians, 
in which to hold afestival. There are many 
men in Chicago who are abundantly able to 
do for Chicago what Mr. Sprincer has 
done for Cincinnati, if they had the 
disposition. There never was a time when 
the locality for such a hall could be selected 
as well as now, when so many lots are 
vacant. Second, having the hall, we want 
the chorus. There are plenty of singers 
here to form one, but they would have to 
consent to sacrifice their individuality, to 
subject themselves almost to military disci- 
pline, and to rehearse fora year instead of a 
week or two. Third, we must have the

A DEATH-BED CONFESSION.

LEBANON, Pa., May 20.—The Village of Myers- 
town, a station on the Lebanon Valley Branch of 
the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad, is very much 
excited overa confession made by John Stoever, 
one of its most respected citizens. Stoever died 
a short time ago, and, on his death- 
bed, made a confession to George 
Heffelfinger and Percival Daub, friends of his, and 
that, during the last twenty years, he has been a 
party to four murders. Stoever was a man of 
some property, and was held in high esteem, 
and were it not for the fact that those 
to whom he made the confession are 
reliable men it would hardly’be believed. Messrs. 
Heffelfinger and Daub will appear before the 
Justice of the Peace on Wednesday, and make 
oath as to what the confession is, but as yet will 
not give it to the puolic, notwithstanding 
the fact that it was @he request of the 
dying man that it should be made public at his 
death. One of the victims is supposed to be a 
canalboat Captain named Neal, who was employed 
by the firm of William Eckenroath & Bro., 
and who  disappearea while on one of 
his trips and has never been heard 
from. Stoever says he helped to kill this man 
and that $500 in money was taken from him, au 
his body thrown into the canal. Another victim 
was a little boy who witnessed the murder. 
He was strack on the head with 
u hatchet, and the body effectually 
hidden. The other two of his victims are said to 
have been disposed of in this way: Tne body of 
one was thrown into a brick-kiln and burned up, 
and the other was killed and then 
laid beside a lime-kiln, 80 as to 
create the impression that while 
sleeping near ite mouth he was suffocated by the 
gas. The above facts have just been given to the 
public, and would have hot come out yet but for 
the fact that one of the parties could no longer en- 
dure the suspense. It is said two of Stoever's ac- 
complices are still at liberty and residents of this 
couuty. 


A HORRIBLE CRIME.

LaSatyg, III., May 20.—Two weeks ago to-day, 
littie Maggie Doty, 8 years and 9 months of age, 
whose mother is now the wife of James Monahan.

The Methodist Ministers of Chi- 
cago Resume the Discus- 
sion of Socialism. 


Citizen Schilling Enlightens Them as 
to Their Duty to tie Labor- 
ing Man. 


It Is to Assist in the Realization of the 


Communistie Ideal of an Earthly 
Paradise.

THE METHODISTS. 
The Methodists, at their regular weekly meeting 
yesterday morning, continued the discussion of the 


‘eubject, ** The Relations of the Church to Social- 


im. The presence of George Schilling, Prokop 
Hudek, and A. R. Parsons, three of the Socialist 
leaders, armed and equipped with copies of the 
National Socialist, which they distributed for the 
edification of the ministers, was rather an innova- 
tion on the usual order of things. At 11 o'clock 
the Rev. Mr. Craven by appointment read a paper 
devoted to the reiations of labor-reform to the 
Church. dle referred at first to the riots of last 
summer, describing the characters of those who 
engaged in them. The pure Communist, he be- 
lieved, could probably never be reached by evan- 
gélical influences. A large part of the 
crowd which engaged in those riots was 
composed of bad boys,—the Frank Randes 
of society. The honest laborer, by force of cir- 
cumstances, was drawn into the strike, along witn 
the bad and dishonest. Agitation was good, con- 
flict between labor and capital, in certain limits. 
was good, byt it should be conducted in peace. 
Where was the relief? Little was te be expected 
from the law, legislation being controlled by self- 
ish capitalists. Help in this direction would come 
when Ged should raise up men who would stand up 
before the people as the friends of right. The 
trouble was that a man elected in Chicago, who 
announced hingelf as a friend to labor 
in Chicago and Cook County, traltorously 
deserted his constituents about as soon as 
he reached Washington. Combination among 
capitalists could accomplish no good and perma- 
nent resuits, but co-operation might, and probably 
would, afford some relief. Arbitration, he be- 
lieved, was the best human device for the settle- 
ment of disputes between laborers and employers. 
But the means, above all, to be employed was a 
better feeling between the two classes. There 
were employers who were as patriarchs to their 
men, and in this state of feeling between the two 
ciusses was to be found the great means of relief. 
It was the duty of the churches to provide more 
accommodations and to extend their influence 
among the laboring classes... The Catholic Church 
was alive to this necessity, and ite influence over 
the majority of this class was all-controliing. The 
caste spirit in the Protestant churches must disap- 
pear until the churches were in reality the homes 
of the rich and the poor. Ministers should preach 
more contentment, more kind feelings, more of 
the Christian graces, and, in general, endeavor to 
get nearer to the hearts of the people. He had becn 
saved as a workingman, and he believed thousands 
of them could be brought to God. 
THE REV. 8. U. M’CHESNEY 

referred to the seriousness of the question. It was 
nota matter of merely local importance, but of 
world-wide extent. He desired to take direct is- 
sue with a statement made a week ago to the effect 
that Methodist preachers were in favor of capital 
as against labor. The great body of the 10,000 
Methodist preachers on this continent came to the 
churches from the laboring classes: And the great 
rank and file of the Church's membership was made 
up of that people, who in the main supported the 
work of the Church. It was absurd, theretore, to 
say that the ministers were in favor of capital as 
against labor. It was simply impossible. 

Presiding-Elder Willing—And it isn't so, 

The Rev. Mr. McChesney agreed to that. The 
statement made a week ago was not only false with 
regard to Methodism but with regard to Protest- 
antism and Catholicism. It was a burning shame 
anda UWisgrace to the American people that the 
man who boasted of having assassinated the Arch- 
bishop of Paris shouid be permitted to walk the 
streets of New York unrestrained. One great 
trouble with the laboring classes was, that they 
were easily misied. Methodism did not develop 
anything like the Commune. It never could. 
Communism not only epoke evil of dignities, but its 
direct teachings led up to revolution, an overturn- 
ing of the politica! and social relations, and uni- 
versal anarchy. There was conflict between capital 
and labor, but were poor people to get their rights 
by tramping the streets and threatening to burn 
property, as, referring to the copy of the Socialist 
in his hand, it appeared they had lately been doing 
in Engiand. 

The Rev. 8. H. Adams spoke at length of what 
should be the pastoral relation to the laboring 
man. There must be a middle class to represent 
to labor the necessities of capital, and to capital 
the hardships of the laboring people. Who were 
better fitted to become mediators between the two 
classes than the ministers of Christ? 

The Rev. Mr. Spencer, while indorsing all that 
had just been said, feared that Christian ministers 
misunderstood the laboring class more than they 
did any other classin the community. Churches 
should be established in the dangerous localities. 
The wants of the people should be studied and 
understood, and until then all labor with them 
must betoa large extent unavailing. He was 
frank to say that he disagreed with the principles 
of the Socialistic party. The headline of their pa- 
per, The earth is man’s and the fullness there- 
of. was only a perversion of the truth, and a dan- 
gerous doctrine to inculcate in the minds of discon- 
tented mea. 

THE REV. MR. GURNEY 

remarked that there were two great facts of soci- 
ety, —Christianity and the prevailing theories about 
labor-reform. He did not think that Christianity 
or society would be injured if a conflict came, but 
that the men who were anxious for trouble would 
hurt themselves. But. besides the genuine Com- 
munists, there were thousands of honest, deserv- 
ing men who were unable to get work. He knew of 
many suchin his own church. Those who were 
inclined to reform by other means than the shed- 
ding of blood would find assistance and co-oper- 
ation inthe membershipof Christian Churches. 
The ministry was not opposed to labor. On the 
contrary, it had greater reason to oppose the capi- 
talists. It was the latter who ran trains on Sun- 
day, and did other things that made work for the 
people. What the Church shonld do was to educate 
the people, and weed out these pernicious ideas 
about resorting to arms and bloodshed. The 
Church could also preach against the idea of cut- 
throat competition, which was the means of 
reducing the wages of laboring men. 
Every dollar that a fraudulent bankrupt 
cheated a man out of came back on labor, and re- 
duced its waces. What must be done was to edu- 
cate the masses. There must be more conscience 
among Capitalists, more regard for the needs of 
the laboring classes; and amongthe latter there 
must be more general appreclation of capitalists’ 
difficulties and less disposition to incite men to 
deeds of violence. 

Presiding-Elder Willing stated that there were 
representatives present from the Socialistic party, 
and asked if the meeting would hear them. 

The meeting, on motion of Elder Boring, ex- 
tended an invitation to the delegates present, and 
MR. SCHILLING 
took the floor. He said he was forced to admit 
that the Methodist ministers had discussed the 
subject with commendabie candor. He was sorry 
be could not say they had discussed it with an 
equal amount of intelligence. They had 
a wrong idea of the Socialists’ aims. 
The latter did not seek to make war on 
individuals,—to burn property or destroy lives. 
What they were warring against was the present 
competitive system of labor. That system of pro- 
duction, they contended, contained within itself 
the germs of its own destruction. That had been 
well illustrated, in one respect, by Dr. Gurney’s 
reference to the modes by which bankrupts cheat- 
ed their creditors, and, in the end, injured the 
laboring classes. As long as this system continyed 
in vogue, the bosses must be forced into compe- 
tition or into the alternative of shutting up their 
ä He did not think, as some did, that it was 
a minister's duty to preach exclusiveiy about the 
joye of Heaven. A minister's duty, as he con- 
ceived it, was, in addition to that, to make a par- 
adise out of earth. If that were done, he thought 
it pretty eure that there would be a 
aradise throughout all eternity. He then re- 
erred to a late sermon of Dr. Thomas’ on Com- 
munism, and undertook to correct certain state- 
ments therein made. The Socialistic Labor party, 
he wanted it understood, didn't propose to destroy 
personal property. It made a broad distinction 
between what was personal and what was common 
property, including in the latter all the natural 
wealth of the earth, created long before man had 
an existence. And this principle that the earth 
was mans and the fullness thereof was founded 
on the plain teachings of the Bible. By the pres- 
ent system of procuction, men became unequally 
rich, and some acquired such wealth as to make 
their power felt to the injury of down-trodden 
workingmen. The Scotts and the Vander- 
bilts were allowed to go on and pos- 
sees the railroads and telegraph lines of the 
country, and create monster monopolies, and there 
was nothing in the present system to prevent this 
dangerous accumulation of wer in the indi- 
vidual. The Socialists hela that when men were 
compelled to work twelve or fourteen hours a day 
they had no chance to develop their moral natures 
orto become Christians. There never could be 
any true morality among men where they were 
physically rotten and depraved; no true imtelli- 
pee without the physical power to bacx it ap. 
The present system fostered extreme wealth and 
éxtreme poverty, and were curses. If the 
man who had millions of dollars —eimply the sur- 
plus of labor squeezed out of his fellow-men— was 
not led by ft to dissipation and debauchery, it 
was almost certain that his children would 
be, who did not accumulate it. While 
striffes were deplorable, it must be remembered 
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ting, and 
by forcing the manu 
lowered prices and rat ry 
working-class 1 7 clusion, he read some- 
thing about the aufn in England and the gener- 
ally oad Orga dandition of workingmen every- 
where, and urg few of the arguments to be 
adduced in fav of the co- operative system.

An adjodrned meeting of Chicago Presbytery was 
held yesierday morning in McCormnck Block. The 
attendance was not large, owing to the fact that 
many members were at the Presbyterian General 
Assembly in Pittsburg. The Rev. J. H. Walker, 
Moderator, was ia the chair, and the Rev. J. U. 
Trowbridge was elected Scribe pro tem. 

A letter of dismissal was granted to the Rev. 
Daniel Lord to the classis of Montgomery, Herki- 
mer County, N. Y. This church belongs to the 
American Refurmed Church. 

The Stated Clerk presented his report, showing 
that to date of Apri! 10, 1878, there were received 
into the Presbytery eight ministers, and nine had 
been dismissed, one was deceased, one church had 
been received, one (the Tenth Church of Chicago) 
had been disbanded; in three instances the pas- 


torul relation had been established between church 


and pastor; in five cases the relation had been dis- 
solved; one licentiate nad been received, and three 
dismissed. 

The Rev. C. L. Thompson made a verbal report 
on the Sunday- school werk, stating that every 
church had a Sabbath-school, and some had more 
than one. Ali were flourishing. 

The Home Missions Committee reported the ap- 
plications for aid from the churches for tue en- 
suing year. together with recommendations as 
follows: Wheeling Church, $100; First Charch 
of Braidwood, $400; Libertyville and Half-Day, 

: Holland Church, $500; First German 
Charch, $500. | 

At this point of the report considerable discus- 
sion ensued, the Rev. Mr. Harger, of the First 
German Church, claiming that the church should 
have $900. He said that the allowance of $500 
was insufficient to pay his expenses, and he should 
be compelled to leave the Presbytery unless more 
were granted. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. French, the matter 
was referred back to the Committee, recommend- 
ing that they report an allowance of $700 to the 
First German Church. 

The Committee further reported applications as 
follows: St. Anne, $200; Reunion Church, 

1,000; Westminster Church, $600; Riverside, 

350; Austin and DuPage to be passed over to the 
Committee on Sustentation. 

On motion, the action with reference to the Hol- 
land Church was reconsidered and referred back to 
the Committee, in order to see if the appropriation 
might not be cut down stil! further. 

The Committee reported the following: 

Resolved, That the Presbytery feels it is honorably 
obligated to pay into the Treasury of the Board in New 
York a sum at least equal to the amount asked for the 
sustainiag of Home Mission work within our unds 
during the coming year. 

The resolution was adopted. 

An adjournment was then taken to the first Mon- 
day in July.

HOOLEY’s THEATRE. 

The New York Park Theatre Comedy Company 
made itself known to Chicago theatre-goers for the 
first time last evening. at Hooley's Theatre, and 
met with a very friendly welcome from the 
audience, which was unusually large for 
a first night. The private boxes were occu- 
pred by a party of distinguished guests, 
among whom was Miss Clara Louise Kellogg, and 
the audience was, generally speaking, composed 
of the best theatre-going classes of the city. The 
play was the farce-comedy of ** Champagne and 
Oysters," which, under another name, was given 
at Me icker's last week, and which is still going 
on at that theatre. As to the piece itself, there is 
little left to be said, except that it is a pleasant 
farce, full of ‘fan, and singularly free from the 
coarseness which has characterised a good many of 
the farces that have been produced of late. if is 
occupied with a scrape into which an inexperiencea 
young clergyman falls by listening. in a benevolent 
humor, tp a tale of suffering from a young woman 
of the city, and out of which he tries to wriggie 
by telling a lie. In Mr. Shannon's version, 
which is strung into four acts, there is no effort 
made to tone down the broader comic 
elements of the plot. The oid bachelor 
lawyer is left in a rather dubious 
position as the curtain falls, — Which beighteus the 
comicality of the farce, but makes Mrs. Grundy 
moan. It is not quite so moral as the other adapta- 
tion, bata little more spicy. The material differ- 
ence is in the playing of the parts. ‘he interpre- 
tation of the several characters by the 
Park Theatre company. is so distinct from 
that of McVicker’s company, as to make it appear 
almost like another play, although the dialogue 
is the same in each and the situations smi- 
lar. Mr. James Lewie represents the coun- 
try pastor, and throws considerable humor into 
his comical perplexities—a kind of humor which 
belongs to Mr. Lewis rather than to the character. 
Mr. W. J. LeMoyne asthe Sexton is exceedingly 
“amusing, and is one of those choice bits of charac- 
terization for which this sterling actor has for years 
been celebrated. Mr. Maginiey played the lawyer 
in a quiet, earnest way, that added force to the 
numor of the situations. Mr. Pearson in the same 
part takes a burlesque view of it, but he was 
obliged to do so, because there is no such com- 
plication in his case at the close of the aftair 
as in this version. Maginley’s interpretation 
is certainly the most reasonable, and the most con- 
ducive to the humor of the finale. Mr. J. G. 
Saville played the young lover with considerable 
spirit, and the head-waiter was well represented 
by Mr. Bailey, who gave us a good pict- 
ure of the Cockney.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Conference Betwoen the Miners of Belie- 
ville and Their Former Employers—In- 
cendiarism. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Sr. Louis. May 20.—The striking miners at 
Belleville are in a deplorable condition, and, 
though starvation stares many in the face, they 
persistenly refuse to abate anything of their de- 
mands. Efforts have been in progress for the past 
few days to compromise the existing differences, 
and at 10 o'clock this morning a committee of the 
striking miners arrived at East St. Louis to holda 
conference with the coal operators to endeavor to 
bring about an amicable settlement. The Miners’ 
consisted of John Zimmerman, 
Thomas Smith, John HUamson, Thomas Sow- 
man, and Patrick Doonen. The meeting 
was held in Traubel's Hall, East St. Louis, and 
about twenty-five coal operators were present, 
among others Mr. E. J. Crandall, of the Abbey 
Coal-Mining Company; Mr. Savage, of the Col- 
linsville Coal Company; and Mr. Hamilton, of the 
Gartside Company. There apparently seemed to 
be considerable reluctance to proceed to business, 
The Miners’ Committee were seated in one corner 
of the room, and the masters were engaged on 
the other sde. Considerable discussion ensued, 
lasting over three hours, and at times a 
great deal of feeling was displayed. In 
particular, there were evidences of consid- 
erable animosity between the coal-operative 
companies. More than two hours were consumed 
in the operators endeavoring to get the men to 
state their terms, and by the men im trying to ob- 
tain a price from the operators, Finally, the 
Chairman of the miners gave as the price 2% cents 
per bushel during the summer six months, and 
three cents per bushel during the winter season, or 
a uniform rate of 2% cents all the year around. 
Mr. Crandall was the only operator who responded 
to this, and he said that his Company would 
be willing to pay 2% cents during the whole 
year. The Miners’ ommittee said that 
they had no authority to Make a partial settlement. 
that any arrangement made must include the 
whole district. The miners were then ask 
whether, if two-thirds or three-fourths of the 
operators acceded to their demands, they would 
resume work. This was taken Ander advisement.

The advices from other points 
were not favorable to strength, though they did 
not note special weakness, except as New York 
was dull on wheat and flour. The crop advices 
were generally indicative of a bounteous yield, 
outside of corn, which it is yet too early to say 
much about, and barley, which is said to be suffer- 
ing in some sections from wet at the roots. There 
was more margin-calling yesterday than usual, jand 
a good deal of long stuff was sold by parties tired 
of carrying it. Thewhipping movement was fair 
in volume, but scarvely so active as the receipts 
would bave warranted. 

The dry-goods market wore a quiet look, very 
few buyers being present.” Through the medium 
of mail orders, however, a very respectable aggre- 
gate of sales was accomplished. Prices were 
steady and uniform. There was nothing new to be 
said of the market for staple and fancy groceries. 
A satisfactory business is in progress. and the 
tenor of prices continues firm, especially for the 
leading staples,—sugars, teas, coffees; and rice. 
The butter market was active, ana prices were 
comparatively steady. A fair movement in cheese 
was also noted, though excepting full creams the 
market was weak and declining, Dried fruits were 
ordered freely by the country trade, and previous 
prices were steadily held.

Tbere were no 
new features in broom-corn, salt, or hides. New 
woo) is arriving in small lots, and sells readily to 
the Western manufacturers. The clip will be 
rather late in coming in, owing to the coldness of 
the weather. The demand for the better grades 
was fair, while the lower grades were dull and easy. 
Green fruits were quiet and steady, except straw- 
berries, which declined under heavy offerings, the 
receipts of nearly two days being on the street, and 
not in first-class condition. Poultry and eggs were 
steady.

A California paper gives the following: 0 

Last season--a dry year—was a good year for barley 
on the river borders, and & large crop was produced in 
these localities. This seasun the soil has been too full 
of water for barlev. Barley is a plant that cannot stand 
wet feet. We have seen beriey suwn on the river 
border lands in February and March, and have seen 1: 
come up finely and grow vigorously, wearing a deep 
green color, and promising an excellent crop, till by the 
melting of the mountain snows the rivers have been 
swollen and the waters have stood avove the natural 
banks for weeks. Then we have seen this same barley 
grow a pale green and thea a deadly yellow. 
the leaves of the stalks withering and drying. 
and the stalks themselves seeming to  dimin- 
ish in bulk and hight. The cause was sce- 
page water coming from the rivers and rising up 
through the soil till {t wet the feet or roots of the bar- 
ley with cold ice-water while tae sun was pouring its 
vertical rays down upon its heads or stalks. This con- 
dition of things is sure death to the barley plant. The 
resent season there was a considerabie breadth of 
and sown to barley on the rivers éarly iu the winter. 
say in Novemoer and December, and it was very prom- 
Ising uo to the time ofthe high waters. Much of it was 
theu destroyed by water when the levees gave way, and 
What Was not so destroyed has boven greatly injured by 
tie cold seepage water upon its feet or roots. It will beso 
late before the river lands can be plowed and cultivated 
that there will probably be but little of the ground 
sown to bariey, aud our opinion is that what may be 
suwn will be Killed out by the water from the melting 
snows in May or June.

Our Devastated Woodlands—A Canadian: 


Merchant on the United States Timber 

Supply—Vast Forests Wantonly Destroyed. 

The subjoined letter was received by the Hon. 
David A. Wells recently from Mr. James Littie, 
a prominent lamber-merchant of Montreal. Mr. 
Little has investigated the lumber-prodacing re- 
gions of the United States, and he sets forth the 
result of his investigation with clearness and can- 
dor. The result as fat us the older States are con- 
cerned is startling. Already there are only four 
States among the twenty-six north of the old slave 
line and east of the Rocky Mountains whose for- 
ests are capable of supplying lumber enongh for 
transportation beyond the State limits. Mr. Little 
goes over the ground thoroughly in his letter, 
which should commend itseif for its combined 
terseness and comprehensiveness, and for the vital 
importance of its subject to ail legislators and pub- 
lic-spirited citizens: 

MonTREAL, May 16, 1878. —The Hon. David A. 
Wells—Sin: The deep interest you are known to take 
in the subject of politica] economy and the freedom 
of trade induces me to bring under your notice 
what is. beyond dispute, the most important ques- 
tion in relation to the industries, necessities, and 
well-being of your people that has ever been pre- 
sented for their considcration, namely, the ques- 
tiou of the timber supply and consumption of the 
country, —a matter in which every individual, high 
and low, rich and poor, of your forty millions of 
people is interested. Being engaged in lumtering. 
—a business I have followed fur close on half a 
century, mainly with the United States, —and wit- 
nessing as I did how rapidly une extensive timber 
section after another in Western Ontario, where I 
operated, was stripped of its commercial woods, 
my attention was necessarily drawn to an investi- 
gation of the sources and extent of the supply te 
meet the ever-increasing consumption of both the 
United States and Canada. I new proceed to give 
the result of n.y researches in relation thereto, so 
far as the United States is concerned, as briefly as 
the subject will admit. 

I find of the twenty-six States comprising the 
New England, the Middle, the Western, and North- 
western to the Rocky Mountains, only four, name- 
ly, Maine, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 
are now able to furnish supplies beyond their own 
requirements, and 1 will now point out the con- 
ditiou these States are reduced to touching their 
supply of bnilding-timber, and how long they may 
be expected to stand the drain on their forests at 
the rate of consumption geing on of this indispen- 
sable material. The State of Maine, which not 
iong since coald boast of most extensive vine 
forests, is now all but stripped of that valuable 
wood, and is besides so far denuded of its once- 
supposed inexhaustible supply of spruce that the 
lumverers are forced to the heudwaters and tripa- 
taries of every tier in the State to hunt for sup- 
plies, and are stocking their miils in a large meas- 
ure with logs cut from sapling poles of from 
six to eight inches in Giameter, and this reck- 
less and wasteful siaughtering is carried on to 
such an extent to supply the neighboring 
States and for shipment abroad that a few 
years wili find the people of that State with- 
out building-timber, either vine or spruce, for 
their home cousumption. The northern sections of 
Michigan. Wisconsin, and Minnesota are the only 
localities of the whole twenty-six States that are 
able to furnish supplies of white pine beyond the 
wante of their own respective States, and the de- 
mand on them is so heavy for all sections of the 
country that it wiil not be possible for them to re- 


continued to prevent this country from giving aa- 
sistance to mitigate or protract to any extent the 
impending deluge so soon to sweep over your whole 
country? 

From the utter indifference and neglect with 
which this momentous question of the supply and 
consumption of timber is treated by your people, it 
might be supposed you could dispense altogether 
with its ase, or that you could reproance it as 
easily as raising a crop, or that you would have 
no difficulty in finding a substitute, but it takes a 
century to growa standard pine eaw-log, and if 
there is a country on earth in a position to do with- 
out or find a substitute for timber, that country is 
Great Britain, and yet she increased her wood con- 
sumption at an average rate of 10 percent a year 
for the last ten years, and last year, as shown by 
her trade returns, it was 31 per cent more than in 
1875, aud the import of that island, not half the 
urea of your State of Texas, and being, as it were, 
thoroughly ünisnhed up throughout its whole ex- 
tent, . no further room for improvements. 
amounted to no less than 3100, 000. 000. But 
large as that sum is, it is comparatively small to 
what the United States will econ yearly be called 
on to supply for ite own wood consumption, and it 
is not a luxury that can be thrown aside at will; it 
is indispensable to the national well-being. 

I know that the impression prevails, and it is 
often stated by interested parties, thut it matters 
little what is the condition of your supplies, as you 
have but to look to Canada, where can be found 
enough for the most exacting populations of the 
worid for centuries, which is the statement 
usually made by those utterly ignorant of its true 
condition, or those who do so for a purpose: and 
Iwill here assert from a personal — 4 of 
most of the timber sections of Canada, and trust- 
worthy reports from others, that we have not, from 
the far-off Province of Manitoba to the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, as moch pine, spruce, hemlock, oak, 
ash, elm, whitewood, and other commercial] woods 
as would supply the whole consumption of the 
United States for a period of three years, and 
the whole aceessibie pine localities have 
besides been un over to such an extent for 
such pine and board wood timber as would pay to 
ship that many of our lumberers have been forced 
to seek for these descriptions of wood goods to 
supply the English-deman in your Northwestern 
timber Territories, where they may now be found 
cutting down on an average three trees to get one 
stick, and leaving the others, from some trifling 
defect, to rot in the woods,—a waste of this valu- 
able material that you can ill afford. I will tur- 
ther veuture the prediction that the near future 
will reveal such a state of things in regard to the 
timber question as will bring your Government 
fully to realize it would have been a wise policy 
on its part to have paid a bonus for the importa- 
tion of our lumber, if by such means it could have 
been saved for the use of your people, than the 
coufse it nas adopted in driving it awav to foreign 
markets by the imposition of duties to any amount. 
- ‘The first of the timber famine wili begin to be 
felt in tue next three or four years, and will be 


| fully reached throughout the Eastern, Middle, 


Western, and Northwestern States in the short 
period of six or seven years, if the present waste- 
ful course is kept ap; and when the piten pine of 
the South, a description of wood unsuited for 
many purposes, is called on to supply tae whole 
consumption, all the building and saw-log timber 
from the eastern boundary of Maine to the Rocky 
Mountains and the Gulf of Mexico will be swept 
away in as short a time as has passed since the 
close of the War with the South, —a mere moment 
in the future of your country. 

I have, sir, here endeavored to give you some 
idea of the state and extent of your timber re- 
sources, and the ruinous consequences sure to 
follow and be felt throughout the length and 
breaath of your entire country when a failure in 
the supply whicha few short years will bring 
about is reached, and am, sir, respectfully yours,
